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| d an Act was passed in the Session of Parliament 
_ held in the third and fourth years of the reign of his late 
Majesty King William the Fourth, intituled, “An Act to amend the 
Laws relating to the Sale of Wine, Spirits, Beer and Cider by Retail in 
Ireland And whereas an Act was passed in the Session of Parliament 
held in the si'xth and seventh years of his said late Majesty, intituled, 
“ An Act to amend an Act passed in the Third and Fourth Years of the 



Reign of his present Majesty, intituled, ‘ An Act to amend the Laws 
relating to Excise Licenses, and to the Sale of Wine, Spirits, Beer and 
Cider by Retail in Ireland ” And whereas it is expedient to^ak* 
further provision for the better prevention of the Sale of Spirits by 
unlicensed persons in Ireland ; %€ it tfjercforr (EnacteD, by The 
QUEEN’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice 
and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, 
in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the 
same, THAT it shall and may be lawful for any Two or more Justices 
of the Peace, whether in or out of Petit Sessions, upon being satisfied, 
by the personal examination on oath of a credible witness, that there 
is reasonable ground for suspecting that Spirits are sold or kept for 
sale in any house or place within the county not licensed for the sale 
thereof, or by some person not having a license to sell Spirits in 
or at such house or place, to grant a warrant under their hands and seals, 
authorizing one of such Justices, or any other Justice of the Peace, or 
any Chief Constable with his assistants, to enter such house or place, 
at all times in the day between sunrise and sunset, to search for 
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Spirits, and, if any such shall be found in such house or place without 
a permit or other legal authority justifying the keeping thereof, to seize 
and deliver the same to the next Excise Officer of the district ; and 
such warrant shall continue in force for Seven Days from the day of 
the date thereof, and shall be a sufficient authority to the Justice of 5 
the Peace or Chief Constable therein named and his assistants, in his 
presence, to enter into such house or place and seize all Spirits there 
illegally being, and to carry away and deliver same to the next 
Revenue Officer, to be dealt with according to law.

Penalty on And be it Enacted, That if any person not being duly licensed to io 

unlicensed . . ° J 

persons sell- sell Beer, Cider or Spirits, shall at any time after the passing of this 

mg eer, . keep for sale any Beer, Cider or Spirits, he shall for every such 
offence, in addition to any other penalty to which he is liable, forfeit 
a sum not exceeding Two Pounds, and such sum shall and may be 
recovered as any other penalty under the said recited Act of the third 15 
and fourth years of the reign of King William the Fourth, or this 
Act ; and in every proceeding to recover such penalty, it shall be suf- 
ficient to prove that such Beer, Cider or Spirits was kept for sale by 
such person, or on his premises with his knowledge, and thereupon 
the person charged shall be convicted, unless he shall prove that at 20 
the time of so keeping same he was duly licensed to sell the Beer, 
Cider or Spirits so kept for sale. 

And be it Enacted, That so much of the said Act of the sixth and 
seventh years of the reign of his late Majesty King William the 
Fourth, whereby it is enacted, that if any person not licensed to sell 25 
Beer, Cider or Spirits to be consumed on the premises, shall after the 
passing of that Act permit or suffer] any Beer, Cider or Spirits to he 
consumed on any premises occupied by him, or in which his trade or 
business is carried on, he shall for every such offence forfeit a sum not 
exceeding Two Pounds, shall be and the same is hereby Repealed. 30 

And be it Enacted, That, except so far as is herein otherwise pro- 
vided, all penalties and forfeitures imposed by this Act shall be sued 
for, levied, recovered, mitigated and distributed, by such ways, means 
and methods, and in such manner, as by the said recited Act of the 
third and fourth years of the reign of his late Majesty King William 35 
the Fourth is directed, provided and enacted ; and that in everv 
respect, save where it is hereby otherwise provided, the said recited 
Act, and every clause, matter and thing therein contained, shall apply 
to the several penalties and forfeitures imposed by this Act, and to 
the several offences hereby created, as if the same were herein 
re-enacted. 
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And be it Enacted, That every conviction to be had under this 
Act shall and lawfully may be drawn up in the form following, or in 
any other form or words to the same effect ; (that is to say)

And be it Enacted, That in the construction of this Act every word 
importing the singular number only shall extend and be applied to 
15 several persons or things as well as one person or thing ; and every 
word importing the masculine gender only shall extend and be ap- 
plied to a female as well as a male. 

And be it Enacted, That this Act may be amended or repealed by 
any Act to be passed in this present Session of Parliament. 
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
